PROGRAM  NOTES 

Symphony  Pathetique — Tschaikowsky 

“I  am  completely  absorbed  in  the  new  project  of  the  sixth  symphony,” 
writes  Tschaikowsky  February  10,  1893,  to  his  brother  Anatole.  He  had  con¬ 
ceived  the  work  about  two  months  before,  on  a  trip  to  Paris.  “This  time,”  he 
adds,  “it  will  be  a  symphony  with  a  program,  but  a  program  of  a  kind  which 
remains  an  enigma  to  all — let  them  guess  it  who  can.  *  *  *  The  work 

will  be  entitled  ‘A  Program  Symphony’  *  *  *  this  program  is  penetrated 

by  subjective  sentiment.” 

In  another  letter,  three  days  after  the  completion  of  the  orchestration,  he 
writes:  “I  myself  consider  it  the  best,  especially  the  most  open-hearted  of  all 
my  works.  I  love  it  as  I  have  never  loved  any  of  my  other  creations.” 

It  was  to  be  practically  his  last  work.  The  premiere,  October  28,  1893,  at 
Petrograd,  did  not  bring  the  response  it  aroused  later.  Audience  and  press 
were  languid.  Six  days  late  Tschaikowsky  died,  in  his  sixty-third  year,  a  vic¬ 
tim  of  cholera.  An  epidemic  was  raging  and  he  had  drunk  a  glass  of  unboiled 
water,  with  fatal  consequence.  But  for  his  sudden  end,  perhaps  the  program 
riddle  might  never  have  occurred.  As  the  composer  wrote,  “let  them  guess  it 
who  can,”

It  is 
fascinatingly  erratic  in  its  tremendous  lamentations,  outbursts  of  energy  and 
ferocity,  and  its  vehement  contrasts. 

Is  it  a  battle  against  fate?  Or  a  “Song  of  Fate?’' 

Piano  Concerto — Tschaikowsky 

Tschaikowsky  wrote  to  his  brother,  Anatole,  in  December,  1874,  that  he 
was  at  work  on  a  concerto  which  he  hoped  that  Nicholas  Rubenstein  would 
play.  When  Rubenstein  heard  the  concerto,  he  listened  in  silence,  then  poured 
abuse  on  the  composer’s  head.  The  work  was  later  dedicated  to  Von  Bulow, 
who  wrote  to  the  composer,  “The  ideas  are  so  lofty,  strong  and  original.  The 
details,  which,  although  profuse,  in  no  way  obscure  the  work  as  a  whole,  are 
so  interesting.  The  form  is  so  perfect,  mature  and  full  of  style — in  the  sense 
that  the  intention  and  craftsmanship  are  everywhere  concealed.  I  should 
grow  weary  if  I  attempted  to  enumerate  all  the  qualities  of  your  work — ’’ 

Nutcracker  Suite — Tschaikowsky 

That  Tschaikowsky  could  write  light,  playful  music  as  effective  in  its 
province  as  his  more  emotional  works  are  in  theirs,  is  demonstrated  in  this 
series  of  captivating  short  compositions  from  a  fairy  ballet  planned  for  the 
Christmas  season  of  1891.

Overture  Minature — patterned  after  Mozart,  who  was  Tschaikowsky’s 
favorite  composer.  Only  the  higher  pitched  instruments  of  the  orchestra  take 
part. 

Danse  de  la  Fee  Dragee — One  of  the  few  numbers  in  orchestral  repertoire 
which  makes  use  of  the  celesta,  a  keyboard  instrument  played  like  a  piano. 

Danse  Russe,  Trepak— Performed  by  full  orchestra,  with  tambourine  and 
kettle  drums.  The  Trepak  is  a  popular  folk  dance. 

Danse  Arabe — Like  many  of  his  musical  compatriots,  Tschaikowsky  was 
peculiarly  happy  in  the  expression  of  oriental  moods.  In  this  languishing 
rhythmic  revery  he  makes  use  of  an  original  Arabian  melody. 

Danse  C-hinoise — This  Chinese  dance  is  a  bit  of  musical  fun  between 
bassoons,  flutes,  strings  and  clarinets. 

Danse  Des  Mirlitons — Dance  of  the  Toy  Piers,  employing  chiefly  flutes, 
English  horn  and  brasses. 

Valse  Des  Fleurs — Richer  in  color  is  the  “Flower  Dance,”  where  the  warm 
tones  of  the  horns  set  the  keynote  of  a  more  emotional  mood.

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PROGRAM  NOTES 

Rienzi  Overture — Wagner 

The  overture  opens  with  an  introduction,  the  first  note  being  the  trumpet 
call  which  plays  an  important  part  in  the  third  act  of  the  drama  of  the  Roman 
Tribune.  Rienzi’s  prayer  is  then  heard.  The  melody  sung  by  the  chorus  at  the 
end  of  the  first  act,  the  battle  hymn,  “Sancto  spirito  cavaliere,”  and  Rienzi's 
prayer  are  the  chief  material  used  in  the  overture. 

Dream  Pantomime — Humperdinck 

The  story  of  Hansel  and  Gretel  is  the  familiar  one  of  the  Babes  in  the 
Wood,  from  Grimm’s  Fairy  Tales.  Two  peasant  children  are  sent  to  the  woods 
to  gather  strawberries.  They  wander  away  and  become  lost.  The  Sandman 
finds  the  babes  and  after  they  have  recited  their  prayer,  “When  At  Night  I  Go 
to  Sleep,  Fourteen  Angels  Watch  to  Keep,”  strews  sand  in  their  eyes  and 
guards  their  slumber.  As  they  sleep  the  mist  rolls  away,  the  forest  back¬ 
ground  disappears,  and  the  fourteen  angels  come  down  a  ladder  and  surround 
the  children.

PROGRAM  NOTES 


Merry  Wives  Overture — Nicolai 

Like  Bizet,  Nicolai  did  not  live  to  witness  the  first  performance  of  his 
greatest  work,  the  opera,  “Merry  Wives  of  Windsor.”  It  is,  of  course,  based 
on  the  drama  of  the  same  name  by  Shakespeare,  and  makes  use  of  the  comedy 
parts  and  scenes  only.  Indeed,  when  it  was  given  in  London  it  was  called 
“Falstaff.”  The  first  giving  of  the  opera  was  in  Berlin  in  1849. 

Carmen  Suite  No.  1 — Bizet 

Bizet  himself  arranged  for  two  orchestral  suites  from  the  principal  pieces 
of  his  most  successful  opera  “Carmen.”  They  contain  the  best  known  features 
of  his  famous  work. 

“Carmen”  was  given  its  first  production  in  Paris  in  1875.  It  was  coldly 
received,  and  Bizet,  who  had  put  his  best  offort  into  its  composition,  was 
broken-hearted.  He  died  three  months  later,  never  knowing  that  the  French 
public  changed  its  opinion  of  the  opera  and  that  the  entire  musical  world  had 
accepted  it  as  one  of  the  masterpieces  of  operatic  literature. 

Yalse  Triste — Sibelius 

In  her  delirium  a  dying  woman  sees  her  former  lovers  enter  the  room  one 
by  one  in  stately  procession.  She  dances  with  each  one,  sadly  reviewing  her 
life.  The  last  dancer  to  enter  is  Death,  in  whose  arms  she  expires. 

Minuet — Beethoven 

Too  well  known  to  describe.  Strange,  however,  that  any  piece  of  Beethoven 
should  have  waited  to  gain  popularity  until  the  present  day.  The  Minuet  doubt¬ 
less  owes  much  of  the  present  craze  to  its  re-introduction  on  the  concert  stage 
by  Kreisler  a  number  of  years  ago. 

Music  Box — Liadow 

This  is  a  clever  imitation  of  a  mechanical  toy.  The  piece  is  scored  for 
1  three  flutes,  three  clarinets  and  bells.
